Sometimes the plant is called the 


"soap -wort" because of iie use made 
of the leaves. In England the plant 
blossoms from July until September, 
profusely in waste places. It was one 
of the first foreign flowers to bo intro- 
duced into this country and thrives in 
our gardens and hedges.—Philadelphia 
Xorth American.
